HIPPOCRATES

who taught me this art; to live in common 
with him and if necessary my own brothers, to 
teach them this art if they so desire without 
fee or written promise; to impart to my sons 
and the sons of the master who taught me and 
the disciples who have enrolled themselves 
and have agreed to the rules of the profession, 
but to these alone, the precepts and the in- 
struction. 


I will prescribe regimen for the good of my 
patients according to my ability and my judge- 
ment and never do harm to anyone. To please 
no one will I prescribe a deadly drug, nor give 
advice which may cause his death. Nor will I 
give a woman a pessary to procure abortion. 
But I will preserve the purity of my life and 
my art. I will not cut for stone, even for pa- 
tients in whom the disease is manifest; I will 
leave this operation to be performed by practi- 
tioners (specialists in this art). 


In every house where I come I will enter 
only for the good of my patients, keeping my- 
self far from all intentional ill-doing and all 
seduction, and especially from the pleasures of 
love with women or with men, be they free or 
slaves. All that may come to my knowledge in 
the exercise of my profession or outside of my 
profession or in daily commerce with men, 
which ought not to be spread abroad, I will 
keep secret and will never reveal. If I keep this 
oath faithfully, may I enjoy my life and prac- 
tice my art, respected by all men and in all 
times; but if I swerve from it or violate it, may 
the reverse be my lot.

The 84th graduating class of the 
Indiana University School of Medicine made it through the four years neces- 
sary to supplement the B.S.’s, B.A.’s, and Ph.D.’s with the elusive M.D. This 
game of letters was played out as the P’s, HP’s, and H’s were earned; but in 
the end, the remaining players were able to advance on to the next round:

Indiana University 
chool Of Medicine 
History And Physical 


Roots 


The first medical schools in Indiana were the 
Christian College at New Albany, chartered in 
1833, and the Vincennes University Medical 
Department, opened in 1837. Both of these in- 
stitutions were short-lived and became extinct 
within only a few years of their foundings. Med- 
ical schools were established at LaPorte, Evans- 
ville, and Indianapolis during the next two de- 
cades, but these institutions died in the 1850’s. 
Indiana would be without another medical 
school until after the Civil War, when the Indi- 
ana Medical College at Indianapolis was found- 
ed in 1869. This school was affiliated with Indi- 
ana University at Bloomington from 1871 to 
1876. A total of 25 medical schools were char- 
tered in the history of the state of Indiana. 
Many of these schools were very short-lived, 
existing from only two to four years. Four of the 
now defunct schools, however, had lives from 
twenty-six to thirty-six years. 

The Indiana University School of Medicine 
was opened in 1903 in Bloomington. Basic sci- 
ences courses including chemistry, neuroana- 
tomy, and embryology had been long estab- 
lished there and were taught to the university’s 
first medical students. Sophomore year courses, 
including pharmacology, pathology, bacteriolo- 
gy, and anatomy were later organized. By 1905, 
the school was recognized by the Indiana State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion, and it had been admitted to the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. 

In early 1906, action was taken by the IU 
Board of Trustees to extend the medical school 
curriculum to a full four-year course. The last 
two years of clinical training would be taught in 
Indianapolis, as it was thought that Blooming- 
ton was too small a town to provide students 
with an appropriate amount of clinical experi- 
ence.

Owen Hall in Bloomington was used by the Botany and Zoology Departments, and later 
by the School of Medicine in 1903. Additional medical classes were held in Wylie and 
Science Halls. 


IU did not own or maintain any facilities in Indianapolis at this time. 
When the school was founded, it was expected that IU would affiliate 
with one of the existing Indianapolis medical schools in order to con- 
duct its final two years of medical instruction. The university wanted to 
exercise complete control over the other medical school once such an 
affiliation was established, whereas the existing Indianapolis schools 
were not in favor of such a agreement. Therefore, in 1905, two of the 
institutions in Indianapolis (Central College of Physicians and Medical 
College of Indiana), along with the Fort Wayne Medical College, united 
to form the Indiana Medical College, and then formed an alliance with 
Purdue University on their own terms. 

Because IU had no authority to spend any of its revenue outside 
Monroe County, the Indianapolis medical school project would have to 
be financed by friends of the university. A group of such friends pur- 
chased the former Central College of Physicians Building, a facility 
which was modern and almost brand new at the time. This was turned 
into a 60-bed hospital in 1906 after it was learned that the Indiana 
Medical College had a contract with the existing Indianapolis City 
Hospital for the exclusive use of its facilities for clinical instruction. 
The clinical school for the Indiana University School of Medicine, 
complete with its new hospital and clinical staff and faculty, was named 
the State College of Physicians and Surgeons. An educational affiliation 
between IU and the State College was made which stated that IU was to 
assume no financial responsibility for the clinical school. 

On September 18, 1906, 109 students began the work of the full four 
years of the Indiana University School of Medicine and its affiliated 
State College at Indianapolis. The first students to receive the M.D. 
degree did so in 1907, when a class of 25 was graduated. 

At the August, 1907 meeting of the IU Board of Trustees, it was 
proposed that the Indiana University School of Medicine and the State 
College of Physicians and Surgeons should unite under the name, the 
Indiana University School of Medicine. This recommendation was ap- 
proved unanimously, and soon became a reality. Dr. Allison Maxwell 
was made Dean of the school’s faculty (he later became the first Dean of 
the IU School of Medicine).

By the next year, the Indiana 
Medical College united with the 
Indiana University School of 
Medicine. The consolidation of 
the two schools made the India- 
napolis City Hospital available to 
IU; the State College Hospital was 
no longer needed and was discon- 
tinued. The building of the Indi- 
ana Medical College, at the corner 
of North and Senate, was trans- 
ferred to Indiana University and 
housed the School of Medicine for 
approximately the next ten years. 

In 1916, Dr. Charles P. Emer- 
son, the second Dean of the IU 
School of Medicine, lead the cause 
for the construction of a new med- 
ical school building. The building 
of the former Indiana Medical 
College had become old and inad- 
equate, and had suffered a fire 
which caused extensive damage to 
the structure. After a number of 
delays because of the onset of 
World War I as well as unforeseen 
difficulties obtaining funding for 
the project, the new medical 
building was completed in the 
summer of 1919 at a cost of about 
$260,000. 


The School of Medicine Building in 1919, later renamed Emerson Hall in honor of the man who was largely responsible for its construction. This 
structure still stands today, now home to the Departments of Medicine, Surgery, Neurology, and Medical Illustrations. 
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Long Hospital 


The Robert W. Long Hospital, the first clinical 
facility built for the Indiana University Medical 
Center, was completed in 1914. Dr. Long was an 
Indianapolis physician who was interested in es- 
tablishing a state hospital in connection with the 
Indiana University School of Medicine. In 1910, 
he conferred with IU President William Lowe 
Bryan regarding the construction of such a facili- 
ty. The plan which followed stipulated that Dr. 
Long would make a financial gift to the State of 
Indiana for the use and benefit of Indiana Univer- 
sity, whose trustees would be authorized to accept 
the control and management of the gift, and would 
be charged with the administration of the hospi- 
tal. 

The bill authorizing completion of the project 
was signed by the Governor on February 7, 1911. 
Dr. and Mrs. Long provided a total of $240,000, 
while the state appropriated funds for the pur- 
chase of land. A site on West Michigan Street was 
selected in 1912. 

Ground was broken for the Robert W. Long 
Hospital on November 1, 1912, and the facility 
was dedicated on June 15, 1914. It had a total of 
106 beds, 18 in private rooms on the first floor and 
88 in four public wards on the second and third 
floors. The hospital’s patients included men, 
women, and children. 

In 1937, Long Hospital was expanded by the 
addition of the Clinical Building, which provided 
much needed clinic and laboratory space. Joined 
to the hospital by a corridor, it housed the first 
intensive care unit, an emergency entrance, and 
emergency rooms. 

In 1949, an addition was completed which 
housed a then-modern Department of Radiology. 
In the same year, a new floor to house wards and 
private rooms for isolation was added to Long 
Hospital. 

With the completion of the new University Hos- 
pital in 1970, Long’s patients were transferred 
from the older to the newer facility. Today, a 
number of beds remain open for patients who are 
treated in surgical suites which are still operation- 
al. A large portion of the building is occupied by 
the Department of Family Medicine, which oper- 
ates the Family Practice Center there. 


Coleman Hospital for Women 


Indiana’s first hospital built to offer exclusively obstet- 
rics and gynecology services was the William H. Coleman 
Hospital for Women, at the Indiana University Medical 
Center. In 1925, Mr. and Mrs. Coleman donated land val- 
ued at $250,000 to meet construction costs of a new hospi- 
tal for women. The facility was intended by the Colemans 
to be a memorial to their daughter, Suemma Coleman 
Atkins, who had died in 1924 from complications of preg- 
nancy. Mr. Coleman later gave an additional gift of 
$50,000 necessary for completion of the $300,000 hospital.

The William H. Coleman Hospital for Women opened on 
October 10, 1927. It became a teaching hospital of the Indi- 
ana University School of Medicine, providing maternity 
training for student nurses, and giving medical students op- 
portunities to attend and learn to do deliveries. 

Coleman Hospital closed as an ob/gyn facility on October 
14, 1974, when the Department of Obstetrics and Gynecology 
was moved to its new quarters on the second floor of the new 
Indiana University Hospital. During its 47-year life, the hos- 
pital had become known all over the state because of its 
outstanding record in service, teaching, and research. It has 
become a referral center for difficult and complicated obstet- 
ric problems. The hospital had a total of 211,263 admissions, 
and saw a total of about 101,250 births. 

Coleman Hospital is now Coleman Hall. The structure was 
refurbished and renovated in 1980 to prepare it for its new 
life as headquarters for the Indiana University School of 
Medicine’s Division of Allied Health Sciences.

Indiana’s first and only hospital for children was built as a 
tribute to the Hoosier poet who had written childrens’ po- 
ems. In 1916, soon after the death of James Whitcomb Riley, 
a group of his close friends met to discuss the construction of 
an appropriate memorial to this famous poet. A childrens’ 
hospital was badly needed at this time when the only state 
hospital that cared for children, the Robert W. Long Hospi- 
tal, had only twelve beds devoted to pediatrics and a patient 
waiting list of 200 children. 

In 1921, after the project had been temporarily halted by 
World War I, the James Whitcomb Riley Memorial Associa- 
tion was chartered. Through a public fund-raising campaign 
lead by the Association, over $1.5 million was pledged by the 
citizens of Indiana for the construction of the hospital on a 
15-acre cabbage patch which had been purchased by the 
Association. 

Ground-breaking for the hospital occurred on July 22, 
1922, and the facility was finally dedicated on October 7, 
1924, on the birthday of James Whitcomb Riley. Its 150 beds 
were immediately filled by children seeking medical atten- 
tion. 

Addition of the 50-bed Kiwanis wing in 1930, supported by 
a $150,000 donation from the Indiana Kiwanians, provided 
space for the hospitalization of crippled children. A hydroth- 
erapeutic pool, which was essential to the therapy of polio 


victims, was completed in 1935 with federal funds, and its 
dedication was attended by President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

In 1949, the Riley Memorial Association launched its 
second campaign to solicit funds ($1 million) from the 
public for the expansion of Riley Hospital. With the mon- 
ey raised from this project, a wing to support the research 
of pediatric diseases and disabilities was completed in 
1950. 

Efforts to expand and improve Riley Hospital contin- 
ued into the next decades. In 1954, a cancer research wing 
was opened. Phase I of the master plan for the hospital 
was a $2.5 million project which added eight modern surgi- 
cal suites and radiology facilities and was placed in service 
in 1966. In 1971, the old Riley kitchen was remodeled into 
modern research laboratories. Also in 1971, the $7.7 mil- 
lion Phase II addition was completed. This five-story, 
three-wing addition added 131 patient beds, a burn unit, 
newborn intensive care unit, and a mother’s pavilion.

On October 7, 1986, exactly 62 years after Riley received its 
first patient, the newest addition to the hospital was dedicat- 
ed. This $56.5 million, 1384-bed wing added much-needed 
space and medical resources and technologies. This wing 
added expanded radiology and surgical facilities, a new 56- 
bed newborn intensive care unit, and a 20-bed infant unit. 
Patients and visitors of the new Riley addition are greeted by 
a five-story atrium with glass elevators, colorful artwork 
painted by children, reflection ponds, and life-sized stuffed 
animals. 

Today, Riley Hospital for Children is a 262-bed referral 
center offering complete services for the treatment of com- 
plex and unusual medical problems. It is the seventh largest 
children’s hospital in the nation and is especially known for 
its programs dealing with neonatal care and pediatric oncolo- 
gy, cardiology, surgery, and critical care. Riley’s philosophy 
of family-centered care is expressed by its age-based units, 
comfortable surroundings, and active involvement of the 


family in the child’s care and treatment.

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Wishard Memorial Hospital 


In 1854, Dr. Livingston Dunlap, Dr. John S. Bobbs, and other 
prominent citizens of Indianapolis sent a petition to the City 
Council requesting that a facility to care for the city’s sick and 
injured be built. At this time, the growing city had a population of 
about 20,000. No immediate action was taken at the time; however, 
in 1855, a smallpox epidemic in the city inspired the Council to 
order the erection of such an institution. A site on the swampy 
banks of Fall Creek on the outskirts of the city was chosen because 
of fear of contagion and bad smell. When the smallpox epidemic 
later vanished, so did the motivation to build the hospital. After 
many delays, Dr. Dunlap succeeded in getting the hospital com- 
pleted in 1859 at a cost of $380,000. This sum was quite a large 
amount of money and as a consequence, no funds were left for 
furnishing or equipping the facility, which came to be known as 
“Dunlap’s Folly.” The City Council tried unsuccessfully to sell, 
rent, and give away the structure. It was eventually turned over to 
a womens’ organization as a house of refuge for “friendless wom- 
en”; it subsequently became a home for prostitutes, thieves, and 
vagabonds. In 1861, the hospital was given to the federal govern- 
ment to be used as a military hospital to house and treat wounded 
soldiers of the Civil War. By April of 1866, when it was returned to 
the jurisdiction of the city, about 13,000 sick and wounded soldiers 
had entered the hospital for treatment. 

Dr. William Niles Wishard, Sr. served as superintendent of City 
Hospital from 1879 to 1887, a time during which the hospital grew 
considerably in both size and respectibility. Under his tenure, 
water and gas lines were connected to the hospital; the state’s first 
nurse training school was established; antiseptic surgey made its 
debut; and three new, modern wings were added to the institution. 
The once scorned ‘“Dunlap’s Folly” came to be known as “Wi- 
shard’s Wisdom.” 

In the years following Wishard’s superintendency, advances at 
the City Hospital continued to be made. Establishment of an 
ambulance service, gynecological ward, and contagious pavilion 
were but a few of the important improvements.

As suburban Indianapolis grew in size, the hospi- 
tal’s patient population from outside the city in- 
creased, while its tax base remained the same. To 
resolve this conflict and meet the medical needs of 
all Marion County residents, the administration of 
the hospital was placed in the hands of the newly 
formed Health and Hospital Corporation of Marion 
County in 1951, and the facility was subsequently 
renamed Marion County General Hospital. 

In 1975 the Health and Hospital Corporation, 
faced with the General Hospital’s problems of poor 
public image and increasing debt, entered a manage- 
ment agreement with Indiana University. 


This agreement called for retention of ownership and 
legal liability as well as fiscal responsibility by the 
Corporation while IU, through its medical school, 
would assume direct management of education and re- 
search programs as well as all professional and adminis- 
trative concerns. The name of the hospital was changed 
to Wishard Memorial Hospital to honor its influential 
superintendent. New medical directors and administra- 
tors were recruited; the number of R.N.s was increased; 
residency rotations were redistributed to increase the 
number of training physicians in house; tax support for 
the hospital was stabilized; several new impatient units 
were added; and facilities were renovated. 

Today, Wishard hospital is a 618-bed public general 
hospital which provides inpatient and emergency care 
as well as ambulatory care. It is the only hospital in the 
state legally mandated to provide care to everyone, re- 
gardless of their ability to pay, and as such receives a 
tax appropriation from Marion County. It houses the 
Regenstrief Health Care Center, built in 1975 to serve 
as an outpatient facility. Wishard has organizational 
ties to the Krannert Institute of Cardiology and Eli 
Lilly Co., which has its clinical research unit in the 
hospital. The Midtown Community Mental Health 
Center established at Wishard in 1969 is one of the 
largest mental health centers in the state. The hospital 
also has one of the largest trauma centers in the Mid- 
west. 

The Indianapolis City Hospital was opened in 1859 to 
care for the sick and injured of the city. It remains true 
to its founding philosophy, still sensitive to the health 
needs of the Indianapolis community and responsive to 
its obligation to serve as a community health center.

The Institute staff provide and supervise pa- 
tient care, education, and research in the Indi- 
ana University, Wishard Memorial, and Veter- 
ans Administration Hospitals. Over 25 full-time 
faculty investigators conduct research in elec- 
trophysiology, myocardial blood flow studies, 
exercise physiology, and computer applications 
to physiology. 


The Krannert Institute of Cardiology is an outgrowth of a heart 
program initiated after World War I at the then Indianapolis City 
Hospital by Drs. Robert M. Moore, Cyrus J. Clark, and Kenneth G. 
Kohlstaedt. In 1949, the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Herman C. Kran- 
nert made possible the establishment of cardiology fellowships and 
funds for support of technical personnel and research equipment. 

In 1952, the Krannerts formally established the Robert M. Moore 
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Indiana University Hospital 


Planning for the construction of a modern adult university 
hospital on the campus of the Indiana University Medical 
Center was begun in the late 1950’s. At this time, the Robert 
W. Long Hospital and the Coleman Hospital for Women 
formed the nucleus of the medical facilities for adults at the 
Medical Center; unfortunately, these were becoming clut- 
tered, overcrowded, and outdated. 

Driven by the concern of private citizens as well as clini- 
cians for better medical facilities in Indiana, the 1965 Indi- 
ana General Assembly appropriated $8,965,000 of the 
$15,688,906 budgeted toward construction of the first phase 
of the University Hospital. The remainded of the balance 
was provided by funds from the federal government and by a 
sizable contribution from Mr. and Mrs. Herman C. Krannert 
of Indianapolis. 

Phase I of the hospital opened on January 14, 1970, when 
approximately 70 patients were transferred from the Long 
Hospital. The new University Hospital had beds for 254 
patients and provided teaching facilities for more than 3,000 
students in medicine, allied health sciences, and some spe- 
cialties in dentistry. The services which were transferred to

| Phase IIA were approved by the 
General Assembly in 1970. Phase 
IIA was put into service in late 
1974 and early 1975. In October, 
1974, all obstetrics and gynecology 
patients were transferred from 
Coleman Hospital to the second 
floor of the new hospital. Phase 
IIA increased the total number of 
beds in the hospital to approxi- 
mately 350. A special building 
housing the Department of Radia- 
tion Oncology and associated with 
the University Hospital was also 
occupied in 1974. A 40-million 
volt linear accelerator, the first of 
its kind in the country at the time, 
was given to the School of Medi- 
cine by the Indiana Lions Clubs. 

Today, Indiana University Hos- 
pital is a 382-bed, full service 
adult care facility. It is a referral 
hospital which is equipped and 
staffed with the capability to 
make unusual diagnoses, treat un- 
common diseases, and perform 
special procedures. It is a leader in 
the fields of cardiology, oncology, 
rheumatology, neurosurgery, and 
the treatment of of hypertension. 
It also offers programs in kidney, 
liver, heart, bone marrow, and cor- 
neal transplantation. 


The Radiation Therapy 
Building, part of the Phase 
IIA addition to University 
Hospital, houses a lobby and 
elevator which give access to 
underground radiation thera- 
py facilities. Earth and ce- 
ment walls which surround 
the structure are designed to 
shield the adjacent area from 
radiation. 
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Medical Research 
and Library Building 


Construction of the Medical Research and Library Build- 
ing, the first new research/academic structure to be built on 
the main campus of the Indiana School of Medicine in over 
thirty years, was completed in early 1989. Completion of this 
important project was made possible not only by financial 
support from the State of Indiana ($20 million), but also 
through the donations of many alumni, faculty, friends, cor- 
porations, trusts, and foundations (a total of $14.1 million). 

Located on the first three floors of the east wing of the 
building and partially housed under six towers of glass is the 
new Indiana University School of Medicine Library. With 
52,000 square feet of space, ten miles of shelving, and a 
capacity to hold 250,000 publications, it is three times the 
size of the previous medical library which had been housed in 
the Medical Science Building. 

Adjacent to the glass towers are wings of brick and lime- 
stone which provide space for five floors of research laborato- 
ries. The Department of Medical Genetics occupies the first 
two floors, while laboratories for reserach in orthopedic sur- 
gery, anesthesiology, ophthalmology, obstetrics/gynecology, 
dermatology, and internal medicine are found on the third 
and fourth floors. The Walther Oncology Center occupies the 
fifth floor of the building. It was created through the cooper-

Rotary Building 


The Rotary Convalescent Unit of the 
James Whitcomb Riley Hospital for Chil- 
dren was dedicated on November 17, 1931. 
Its construction was supported by a fund of 
$250,000 which was raised by the Rotary 
Clubs of Indiana. This 50-bed facility was 
designed to reduce the time of pediatric pa- 
tients’ convalescence from diseases and sur- 
geries. ‘Today, the structure is known as the 
Rotary Building and houses clinics and of- 
fices of the Department of Ophthalmology. 


Bell Flower Clinic 


The 100-bed Flower Mission Memorial 
Hospital went into service in 1937 as a facili- 
ty to care for patients with “incurable cases 
of tuberculosis.” The project was sponsored 
by the Flower Mission, a womens’ charity 
organization. ‘The former Flower Mission 
Hospital is now the Bell Flower Clinic, a 
center for research and treatment of sexually 
transmitted diseases. 


Veterans Administration 


Hospitals 


In 1928, citizens of Indiana successfully 
lobbied the federal government in an effort 
to have a Veterans Administration Hospital 
built in Indianapolis. On December 1, 1930, 
construction of the Cold Springs Road VA 
Hospital, located two miles from the medical 
center, was begun. The hospital opened in 
1932; it was well received, but soon became 
overcrowded. Within six years, legislation to 
double the size of the hospital was passed. In 
1946, the Cold Springs Road VA Hospital 
became affiliated with the Indiana Universi- 
ty School of Medicine. 

Due to demands for more space as well as a 
desire by many to be located closer to the 
medical center, plans to build a second VA 
Hospital on the west side of the medical 
school campus were made in 1947. The $8 
million, 484-bed West 10th Street VA Hospi- 
tal opened on February 7, 1952. After this 
facility was put into service, the Cold Springs 
Road Division facilities were renovated for 
tuberculosis treatment, and later as a psychi- 
atric care facility and nursing home. 
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On August 29, 1982, on the fiftieth anniversary of the opening of the 
Cold Springs Road Hospital, the West 10th Street hospital was rededicat- 
ed as the Richard L. Roudebush Veterans Administration Medical Center. 
Mr. Roudebush, a disabled World War II veteran, was a prominent advo- 
cate for veterans’ rights and affairs. 

With a full array of medical and surgical services, the current 548-bed 
VA Hospital serves the needs of veterans within a 100-mile radius of 
Indianapolis. It remains a physical part of the Indiana University Medical 
Center and is staffed by physicians who are part of the School of Medicine 
faculty. Residents and medical students of the School of Medicine also 
receive clinical training there. 


Larue D. Carter 
Hospital 


The 114-bed Larue D. Carter Memo- 
rial Hospital, an inpatient psychiatric 
facility of the Indiana University Medi- 
cal Center, was dedicated on September 
28, 1952. Dr. Carter, among his many 
achievements, served as Professor of 
Neurology at the Indiana University 
School of Medicine, Chief of the Neuro- 
psychiatric Department of the India- 
napolis City Hospital, and first Presi- 
dent of the Indiana Council on Mental 
Health. 


Fesler Hall 


Fesler Hall is home to the Dean’s and 
Admissions Offices of the School of 
Medicine; it also houses the Depart- 
ment of Anesthesia and Medical T’ech- 
nology Program. It was originally com- 
pleted in 1939 as the State Board of 
Health Building but was acquired in 
1950 after the State Board moved into 
its present-day quarters on West 10th 
Street. 


Adult Ambulatory 


Care Center 


The newest major project on the Indi- 
ana University Medical Center campus 
is the construction of a four-story Adult 
Ambulatory Care Center on the east 
side of the University Hospital. This 
project is funded by revenues generated 
from services to patients. The facility is 
scheduled to open in late 1991 and will 
accommodate up to 250,000 outpatient 
clinic visits per year. Clinics to be of- 
fered in the new building and the adja- 
cent University Hospital include inter- 
nal medicine, renal dialysis, surgery, 
family practice, psychiatry, ob/gyn, 
Alzheimer’s Disease, ophthalmology, 
neurology, and dermatology. These will 
be supported by services in radiology, 
pathology, occupational and physical 
therapy, speech therapy, and pharma- 
cy. 


Patients with major acute illnesses amenable to intensive therapy within a 
few months of hospitalization are admitted for care by members of the Depart- 
ment of Psychiatry of the School of Medicine. Resident and staff physicians are 
supported by the psychiatric social workers, psychiatric nurses, and clinical 
psychologists, and are involved in the education of medical students.

The presence of this new facility will allow the university to conform with the 
continuing trend toward outpatient services in the health care environment. It 
will also centralize outpatient services and treatments which are currently 
offered in eight different buildings at the medical center. 
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Indiana Statewide 
Medical Education System 


After the Indiana University School of Medicine was 
opened in 1903, doctors in training could choose to complete 
the first and second years of medical school at either Bloo- 
mington or Indianapolis. In 1911, action was taken to trans- 
fer the work of the second year to Indianapolis, and by 1912, 
all students entered medical school through the Blooming- 
ton program and moved to Indianapolis for their second, 
third, and fourth year courses. ‘The work of the Bloomington 
division was moved to Indianapolis in 1958, following com- 
pletion of the Medical Science Building there. In 1959 the 
Medical Sciences Program, a new experimental program of 
medical education, was started in Bloomington. It included 
studies which could lead to combined M.D./M.S. and 
M.D./Ph.D. degrees. 

By the 1960’s, many saw a need to increase the number of 
physicians in the state of Indiana. In 1965, a faculty commit- 
tee of the School of Medicine recommended the adoption of a 
comprehensive plan for medical education throughout Indi- 
ana. This plan would utilize existing educational institutions 
and hospitals around the state to teach undergraduate medi- 
cal students and coordinate residency training and continu- 
ing medical education programs. The Indiana General As- 
sembly launched the plan in 1967, and in 1968, pilot 
programs for the teaching of basic sciences to a small number 
of students were initiated at Purdue University and the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. 

In 1971, the General Assembly authorized legislation 
which led to the completion of the Indiana Statewide Medi- 
cal Education System. Through this program, “Centers for 
Medical Education” for the teaching of basic science courses 
to first-year students were established. By the fall of 1978, 
students began their medical training at six locations in Indi- 
ana in addition to Indianapolis and Bloomington. 


The System was further modified in 1979, when approval 
for planning and funding of the lengthening of the Center 
programs from one to two years was passed by the General 
Assembly. The first sophomore medical students to attend 
the regional Centers for Medical Education were enrolled in 
the Fall of 1980. In 1981, an additional Center was estab- 
lished at Fort Wayne as a one-year program (this will become 
a two-year program as of Fall, 1990). 

The Centers for Medical Education and their primary in- 
structional facilities are located in Haggar Hall, University of 
Notre Dame (South Bend); Lynn Hall, Purdue University 
(W. Lafayette); Maria Bingham Hall, Ball State University 
(Muncie); Holmstedt Hall, Indiana State University (Terre 
Haute); Health Sciences Building, University of Evansville;

and Medical Education Resource Center, Indiana Univer- 
sity Northwest (Gary). The Medical Sciences Program is 
housed in Myers Hall (formerly the Medical School Build- 
ing) on the Bloomington campus of Indiana University. 
Basic sciences training of first- and second-year students 
in Indianapolis occurs primarily in the John D. Van Nuys 
Medical Science Building. 

Instigation of the Indiana Statewide Medical Education 
System has been successful in dramatically increasing the 
number of entering freshmen medical students, making IU 
the second largest medical school in the nation in terms of 
the number of students. By expanding and strengthening 
internship and residency opportunities at many hospitals 
across the state, the program has also lead to an increase in 
the number of resident physicians in Indiana (an increase 
of over 100% by the late 1970’s) as well as an increase in 
the proportion of IU School of Medicine graduates who 
remain in-state for residency.

School Days 


BASIC SCIENCES 


Freshman And Sophomore Years 


With the onset of medical school came an onslaught of BS 
— basic sciences. The first two years of med school were 
almost entirely devoted to the study of the clinically related 
subjects of biochemistry, gross and microscopic anatomy, 
microbiology, physiology, neurobiology, pharmacology, med- 
ical genetics, and pathology. During this time period, stu- 
dents also had to prepare for the upcoming two years of 
clinical training by completing courses in medical history 
taking, physical diagnosis, and introduction to medicine. All 
students, regardless of the location, were required to com- 
plete this curriculum as a prerequisite for graduation. 

Years I and II of medical school will forever remain in 
everyone’s mind as the years of information overload. There 
was so much material to master for the exams that came as 
often as every one to three weeks, that studying occupied the 
majority of individuals’ “free” time. Even class notes and old 
exams never completely unburdened students of this task. 
Some chose to “cruise and peruse” their way through the 
first two years of school, heeding the ““P = MD” adage; others 
could not be satisifed with earning less than Honors grades in 
all classes. For most, however, the “sick and tired of med 
school” threshold was quickly reached and exceeded. 

The majority of the basic sciences material, which was 
once fresh in our minds, has now all but receded into the 
subconscious. Nobody now really remembers all those bio- 
chemical pathways, embryologic patterns of development, or 
drugs and their pharmacokinetics. And yet the basic infor- 
mation, when we had to learn about our patients and their 
ailments as third and fourth year students, had a way of 
staying in the mind much more readily than the first time it 
was studied. Thus the basic sciences training program, al- 
though rigorous, provided a foundation upon which students 
could be molded into physicians.

The third year of medical school was spent rotating 
through required blocks of general and specialty surgery, 
internal medicine, psychiatry, pediatrics, obstetrics/gyneco- 
logy, and neurology.

The Envelope, Please 


“The purpose of the National Resident Matching Program 
(‘NRMP’) is to allow all students and other applicants seek- 
ing positions in graduate medical education and institutions 
offering those positions the opportunity to rank their prefer- 
ences confidentially at a uniform date and to match appli- 
cants to the program ranked highest on their listings that 
offers them a position ... ” states the NRMP Handbook for 
Students. “Match Day”, for most, ended the process of secur- 
ing residency positions through the NRMP, a process which 
had begun with choosing an academic advisor during the 
third year and had progressed with filling out applications, 
attending residency interviews, and computer ranking of 
programs during the fourth year of medical school. On Match 
Day, NRMP participants nationwide were notified of their 
destinations for post-graduate training through a letter in a 
sealed envelope.

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The Caduceus is a staff with two entwined snakes and 
two wings at the top. It originally was the wand of Hermes 
or Mercury, the messenger of the Gods. The Cauduceus is 
said to have become a symbol associated with the medical 
profession in the 16th Century when Sir William Butts, 
physician to King Henry VIII of England, adopted the 
double snake staff as his personal professional coat of 
arms. Since then, it has been adopted as the official sym- 
bol of several medical organizations, including the U.S. 
Public Health Service and the Army Medical Corps. 


The Staff of Aesculapius is considered to be the true 
and proper medical symbol. This wand bearing a single 
entwined snake is the walking stick which was carried by 
Aesculapius, the divine healer of the Greeks and Romans. 
The knotty rod is asymbol of support for the weak and for 
the problems of medicine, while the snake symbolizes the 
renewal of life. The Staff of Aesculapius has been adopted 
as the symbol of medical organizations such as the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and the Indiana University 
School of Medicine. 
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
